Boy's 1979 Abduction Changed U.S. 


After Etan vanished, 
a new age of paranoia 
set in for many parents 


New York 

A generation of sheltered American 
children grew up in the shadow of 
anxiety that fell over this country one 
day in 1979, when a little boy with a 
charming grin vanished from a Man- 
hattan street corner. 

They never knew his name or saw 
that angelic-looking face. But their 
parents would never forget it. 

For some, their caution was sim- 
ply a result of what they read in news 
reports. Others, including Jim Strat- 
ton, had an immediate and very per- 
sonal reason to be afraid. 

“It sent a chill through everybody,” 
said Stratton, 73, whose son was in the 
same neighborhood play group as Etan 
Patz, the 6-year-old who never board- 
ed his school bus in 1979. “You could 
not leave your child for a minute. ... It 
was like a dark cloud had come over 
the neighborhood.” 

Before Patz disappeared, the 
notion that a child could be abduct- 
ed right off the street, in broad day- 
light, was not familiar. Children 
roamed their hometowns freely, unen- 
cumbered by fear. They could walk 
to school and the bus stop and just 
about an 3 rwhere they pleased all by 
themselves. That all changed after 


Patz set off for school in his favorite 
pilot’s cap and did not return. 

A new age of paranoia had 
grabbed hold of the national psyche. 
And so many years later, that para- 
lyzing sense of fear has yet to fully 
release its grip.

The Long Search for Etan 

Last week, authorities began ripping up an old base- 
ment near Etan Patz’s SoHo loft with the aim of find- 
ing his remains, spurred on by a cadaver-sniffing 
dog that picked up a scent there. “He was here the 
whole time for all of us," said Cass Collins, whose 
son was in the same neighborhood play group as 
Etan. “He was always in our thoughts." Authorities 
say they began the search after an FBI dog indicated 
the scent of human remains in the room, (ap) 


Yukie Ohta, now 43, was 10 years 
old when Patz disappeared from 
SoHo, where she grew up. They used 
to play in the same basement that is 
now being torn up by investigators. 
She remembers making necklaces out 
of dry macaroni down there. And she 
vividly recalls the search for her play- 
mate that went on for weeks. 

“I would never let my child take 
the bus alone at age 8 or 10, but we all 
did when we were kids,” Ohta said. 

Ohta’s mother brought her up with 
the rose-colored idea that Patz was 
still out there somewhere, alive. She 
has clung to this story, all the while 
knowing it was probably not true. 

“That idea sort of has been shat- 
tered,” she said last week after the 
latest search for his remains began.

Another unseasonable nor'easter last year just before Halloween 
dumped up to 2 feet of wet, heavy snow that snapped tree limbs and power 
lines, and knocked out power to more than 3 million customers in the North- 
east. In Connecticut, it broke a state record for the number of power company 
customers left in the dark by a single storm that had been set only two months 
earlier when the remnants of Hurricane Irene slammed the state, (ap) 


Forecasters issue 
watch for rare April 
snow in some areas 

New York 

A spring nor’easter rumbled along 
the East Coast on Sunday and was 
expected to bring rain and heavy 
winds and even snow in some 
places as it strengthens into early 
Monday, a punctuation to a rela- 
tively dry stretch of weather for 
the Northeast. 

The storm is atypical for April 
but not uncommon, said David 
Stark, a National Weather Ser- 
vice meteorologist in New York 
City, where 2 V 2 to 314 inches of 
rain are expected in the city with 
wind gusts of 25-30 mph. 

With the storm came a spate of 
disruptions. Pro baseball games 
were postponed in New York and 
Washington. The space shuttle 
Enterprise’s Sunday arrival in New 


York City was pushed back. An Earth 
Day celebration in Virginia Beach, 
Va., was canceled. Some higher-ele- 
vation areas in the western parts of 
Pennsylvania, New York and in West 
Virginia could even see snow. Fore- 
casts called for 4 to 12 inches. 

Elsewhere, from Philadelphia 
north through New York City and 
into southern New England, up to 
4 inches of rain could fall, with the 
heaviest downpour expected early 
Monday. Flooding was possible in 
some areas, but precipitation in 
much of the Northeast is below nor- 
mal for this time of year. 

“We’re down 7 or 8 inches,” 


weather service forecaster Charlie 
Foley said. “This won’t completely 
wipe out the deficit, but it will cer- 
tainly help.” 

Even Lake Champlain on the 
Vermont-New York border, nor- 
mally close to flood stage this time 
of year because of rain and snow- 
melt, is near a record low. Just a 
year ago, it approached its highest 
level on record. 

Farther south, light rain was 
falling Sunday over the Baltimore 
and Washington metro areas and 
was expected to intensify through- 
out the day, said meteorologist Car- 
rie Suffren. (ap)

Referring to the scandal, Sen. 
Susan Collins of Maine, the senior 
Republican on the Homeland Secu- 
rity Committee, and Rep.

“I can’t help 
but wonder if there had been more 
women as part of that detail, if this 
ever would have happened," Collins 
said on ABC’s “This Week."

France Sends Sarkozy to Runoff 


Incumbent narrowly 
trails Socialist after 
1st round of voting 


Paris 

Socialist Francois Hollande and 
conservative President Nicolas 
Sarkozy are heading for a runoff 
election in their race for France’s 
presidency, according to partial 
official results in a vote that could 
alter the European political and 
economic landscape. 

French voters defied expecta- 
tions and handed a surprising- 
ly strong third-place showing to 
far-right candidate Marine Le Pen, 
who has run on an anti-immigrant 
platform aimed largely at Muslims. 
That could boost her influence on 
the French political scene, hand her 
party seats in parliament and affect 
relations with minorities. 

With 75 percent of the vote 
counted, Hollande had 27.9 per- 
cent of ballots cast and Sarkozy 
26.7 percent, according to figures 
released by the Interior Ministry. 
Le Pen was in third with 19.2 per- 
cent of the vote so far. 


Face-off in France 

Ten candidates faced off for Sunday’s first round of voting in France’s presi- 
dential election. The top two vote-getters, likely to be Socialist Francois 
Hollande and incumbent Nicolas Sarkozy, head to a runoff May 6. (ap) 



FRANCOIS HOLLANDE 

Age: 57 

Status: The front-runner in all 
opinion polls ahead of the election. 
History: Leader of the Socialist 
Party from 1997 to 2008, he’s a 
career politician who has built 
his reputation as a manager and 
consensus-builder. 

Voter perception: Wishy-washy and 
too nice to make tough decisions. 
Platform: Hollande wants to tax 
high-income earners at 75 percent 
and reconsider a hard-won European 
fiscal treaty meant to stem the 
continent’s debt crisis, saying it 
hurts ordinary folks. 



NICOLAS SARKOZY 

Age: 57 

Status: Incumbent president, a 
conservative elected in 2007. 
History: The leader improved ties 
with the U.S. and Israel. He also 
raised the retirement age. 
Voter perceptions: A frank leader 
who makes opponents blanch at his 
attacks on immigrants — he’s the 
son of a Hungarian immigrant — and 
on Muslim practices, such as the 
ban on Islamic face veils. 
Platform: Sarkozy has strived to 
return to his tough-guy image while 
stressing austerity measures to 
help debt-strapped France. 


Turnout was also surprisingly 
high, projected by polling agen- 
cies at about 80 percent, despite 
concern that a campaign lacking 
a single overarching theme had 
failed to inspire voters.

Afghanistan, U.S. Settle on Strategic Pact 


Deal ends 18 months 
of talks on support 
past ’14 withdrawal 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

The U.S. and Afghanistan reached 
a deal Sunday on a long-delayed 
strategic partnership accord that 
ensures Americans will provide mil- 
itary and financial aid for at least 
a decade beyond 2014, when most 
foreign forces will withdraw. 

The pact is key to the U.S. exit 


strategy in Afghanistan because it 
provides guidelines for any Amer- 
ican forces who remain after the 
Avithdrawal deadline and for finan- 
cial help to the impoverished coun- 
try and its security forces. 

For the Afghans, it is a way to 
show its people that their U.S. allies 
are not just walking away.

VRE OKs Price Increase 



Fare hikes set to go 
into effect on July 1 
after board approval 

Transportation 

Virginia Railway Express pas- 
sengers will see a 3 percent fare 
increase in their daily tickets and 
monthly passes July 1 after the rail- 
way’s Operations Board formally 
approved the increase Friday. 

The fare hike was discussed in 
March at seven community meet- 
ings from the District to Stafford 
County. Meetings in Burke and 
Stafford had no residents in atten- 
dance - a first for the VRE, accord- 
ing to CEO Dale Zehner. 

From Fredericksburg to Union 
Station, monthly passes now cost 
$285.50, and single rides are 
$10.30. Starting in July, month- 
ly pass riders will see a 22-cent 
increase per trip, or about $9 per 
month, and a single trip will cost 
35 cents more. Increases vary by 
zone. 

Stafford County Supervi- 
sors Susan Stimpson, a Republi- 
can, and Paul Milde, a Republi- 
can, voted against the proposed 
increase. The other 11 board mem- 
bers voted in favor. 

Given that VRE’s nine locali- 
ties are seeing 3 percent increas- 
es as well, Stimpson said the fare 
increase shouldn’t be necessary. 
Milde said that fare increases send

D.C. Taxi Fare Hike Takes Effect 


Cabdrivers say new 
rates drop ineentive 
to pick up groups 

Washington 

Whether taking a cab to the Hill 
or past the Beltway, residents and 
visitors alike may be surprised to 
find that their wallets are a lit- 
tle lighter. 

Beginning Saturday, the taxi 
mileage rate will increase to $2.16 
per mile from $1.50. Taxis will still 
charge a base fare of $3. 

Some cabdrivers said they are 
concerned that the new D.C. Taxi- 
cab Commission regulations will 
affect not their profits but their pas- 
sengers. John, a driver who asked 
to remain anonymous to protect 
his job, said the fare increase takes 
away the incentive for picking up 
large groups of passengers or those 
with suitcases. 

Taxis will now charge 50 cents 
per piece of luggage that the driv- 
er places in the trunk. Briefcases, 
purses, bags of groceries and other 
items of similar size are not con- 
sidered luggage, according to the 
commission. 

Some drivers see fare increas- 
es as a reality of urban transpor- 
tation. 

“I think it’s good,” cabdriv- 
er Paul Bankett said. “Things are 
going to change anyway with prog- 
ress. ... People just have to learn to 
deal with things like this.” Com- 
mission members have brought up 
using the fare increase to improve 
cab services, such as installing 
mandatory credit- card-payment 
systems. 

While some people said being 
able to use credit cards would make 
cabs more convenient, others said 
the funds shouldn’t come from pas- 
sengers’ pockets.

“The credit card companies 
should pay for it since they’re the 
ones making the business,” said 
Ash Kamath, who was in Wash- 
ington on business. “It shouldn’t 
be the taxicabs or the government;

A trio of Georgetown 
alumni make waves in 
the movie industry 

Film 

When Georgetown University asso- 
ciate professor Roberto Bocci saw a 
12-minute clip of the movie “Sound of 
My Voice” recently, it struck a familiar 
chord. The speculative thriller, about 
a cult led by a woman claiming to be a 
time traveler, stars Brit Marling, who 
co-wrote the screenplay with direc- 
tor Zal Batmanglij. Both Marling and 
Batmanglij studied digital photogra- 
phy and video with Bocci when they 
were at Georgetown. In “Sound of My 
Voice,” which opens in Washington on 
Friday, Bocci saw echoes of the films 
they made as students. 

“They did a movie in school called 
‘Bernadette,’” Bocci says, “which was 
a very dark, kind of sinister movie, but 
also beautiful and idiosyncratic.” From 
what he has seen, Bocci predicts that 
“Sound of My Voice” will reflect “the 
same kind of sensibilities.” 

Film and media studies director 
Bernard Cook had a similar experi- 
ence when he saw “Another Earth” 
last summer. That film, again star- 
ring and co-written by Marling, was 
directed by Mike Cahill, a George- 
town alum and close friend of both 
Marling’s and Batmanglij’s. 

In a pivotal early scene in “Anoth- 
er Earth” the camera pulls out and up, 
creating a sweeping vertical shot that 
presaged the film’s cosmic sensibility. 
“It put me in mind of a specific shot 
Mike had created as an undergradu- 
ate,” Cook says. “He literally rigged up 
a video camera with a rope attached, 
and managed to throw it over a tree . . . 
in the middle of campus. He was liter- 
ally playing around with how to create 
his own crane shot without a crane.” 

When young filmmakers manage

to have their debut films accepted at 
the Sundance Film Festival and later 
picked up by a prestigious studio, more 
often than not their educational resu- 
me includes names like USC, UCLA or 
NYU.

er of “Miss Representation.” 

But the Cahill-Batmanglij-Marling 
troika clearly defined a turning point 
— not just in Georgetown being taken 
seriously as an incubator of filmmak- 
ing talent, but in taking itself serious- 
ly as well. Last year, the school creat- 
ed a film and media studies program, 
an achievement that Cook credits the 


three with helping to galvanize. “It’s 
something we’d been building literally 
for 10 years, since Mike and Zal were 
undergrads,” he says. “They made the 
coherence for themselves what we’re 
trying to do now is build that coher- 
ence for others.” 

A number of factors converged in 
2001 to make Georgetown the unlikely 
cinematic hotbed that it turned out to 
be. Chief among them was a campus 
film festival, where CahiU and Batman- 
glij submitted their film “Lucid Grey.” 
Marling saw it and was “completely 
floored.” Later, she approached Bat- 
manglij in a supermarket and begged 
him to let her help in the team’s next 
production. He and Cahill decided to 
cast her, and so began a collaboration 
that continues to this day. 

“I’m so grateful to have those two 
people in my life, and to have come 
of age with them creatively,” Bat- 
manglij says. “You know, we entered 
‘Lucid Grey’ into the Georgetown fes- 
tival on April 27, 2001. Now ‘Sound of 
My Voice’ is opening on April 27, 11 
years later. It couldn’t have happened 
in a more perfectly cinematic way.”

Chicago-based soul singer Willis 
Earl Beal once told an interviewer 
he wanted to be a cult legend, which 
isn’t a thing people usually set out 
to become on purpose. 

Beal, 28, recentiy issued his offi- 
cial debut, “Acousmatic Sorcery,” a 
roughly hewn, bewitching, cult-star- 
dom-baiting collection of anti-folk 
and blues songs. It positions Beal 
as the heir to outsider artists such 
as Daniel Johnston and Wesley Wil- 
lis, with a backstory to match: For- 
merly homeless, Beal used to write 
songs, record them to burnable CDs 
and leave them in public places to 
be found. Now, he’s on his first-ever 
tour, and everything is working out 
according to plan. 

When you were writing “Acous- 
matic Sorcery," did you imagine 
that it would lead to a label deal? 

I can’t say that I didn’t preconceive 
it, because I did, but I didn’t think 
it was gonna happen in real life. I 
just imagined it happening. There’d 
be many times where I’d interview 
myself I would fantasize and pre- 
tend like I was something much 


greater than I was, because that was 
my way of passing the time. 

Do you worry that if you got better 
at stuff like playing the guitar that 
it would ruin things? 

“Acousmatic Sorcery” is not a true 
representation of my musical abil- 
ities. It’s just like walking in on 
somebody in the bathroom. I never 
intended for those songs to be heard 
in that way by a lot of people. 

You used to record and leave CDs 
around for people to find. 

I was doing that not because I 
wanted to be famous. It was like 
regurgitation. I was alone and I 
didn’t know what else to do. It was 
something I had to let go of, unless 


I wanted to become some kind of 
serial killer. 

When you live on the streets for a 
while, does that stay with you? 

It does stick in my mind, but the only 
thing I can think of is good times, 
because I met a lot of strange people. 
... I did sleep outside, I did dumpster 
dive. I did do day-labor jobs. I had 
stuff stolen from me at the home- 
less shelter, I stole things from other 
people at the homeless shelter, but it 
never seemed harsh to me. Maybe 
it was the good weather, allison
